Great IJritain won the war by 
l)loekin)? Mio road to the ohimnel 
porlN and. by Mlrengtli of her navy 

FntiKto won the war by her heroic 
HHeridces at Verdun and in the Hr«l 
buttle ot the Marne. 

The United Stales won Iho war by 
producing Iho needed superiority of 
liu;hUnK strength to turn the uneven 
lialaiKje in Iho foiiilli year of the* 
coiifllcf. 

And after Miis has been sai<l, it 
may b«( Ntated willi e(]iial decisive 
nesM that the war was won by one 
man. 

His name in Ferdinand Fouli. 

The man who ontgekieraled and 
vanqnished the greatest miiilary or- 
Kanizntioii that ever had been por- 
f(H!led ill the history of war was born 
ill the Pyrenees, at the little ciij of 
Tarb(w, vvh(>re his father held a 
small poiiliciil position. Fi'neli w;in 
born August 4th, 1851 

He was born dniiiiK a i)oiiocl of 
the great martial <llHlnrbaiice« in 
IJiirope. He was born in the fiesli- 
(hi liislory of the great Nnpoleonic 
wais an<1 at a time when France 
was to undergo the further oonflicis 
in which the second empire tried lo 
ii|)pi'oach the war like triuinplis of 
the first. 

In I his almosphere of battle, 
France produced the boy who was 
(leNliiieil lo Hiive civili/.ation in 
1918. At, Saini-Etienne, at Itodez, 
and later at M^lz, he received his 
eaily educalion, by which there 
was inculcated in him habits of 
relinious strictness. These liiflu- 
ences of his instructors were re- 
HpoiiHible for some of the charac 
t.eristics which later distinguished 
the man. 

During that fateful year of 1871, 
Foch entertul the Ecole Polyleoh- 
iii<|ue, where at the start he inaiii- 
fested a particular inclination to- 
ward the pre(!iHe studies. He readily 
applied himself to logic and geome- 
try, but at the same time studied 
with aviility the fresh history of the 
previous half century. 

With this foundation it was pos 
sible lor Foch to develop himself 
into the recording genius ho proved 
to be for the stirring history of tho.se 
days, which beuan just at the lime 
when he took up the profession of 
arms. Aa an artillery officer he 
received the customary a-sHlnmentH 
lo duly ill various garrisons. ncIiooIh 
and l)arnickH about France, and in 
1878 he had gain»>il the rank of cap- 
tain. 

Six years later he returned as a 
student to the Frenoh war school, 
and twelve years after that found 
him with ihe rank of major, inst met- 
ing the future soldiers of Franco 
in niililaiy history and theory, as 
oinbudied in Ihe doctrines specitled 
by the t'runoh geueral staff. 



In 1991 he returned to line duty as 
a lieutenant colonel, and suffered, as 
did many other French ofBcers, by 
reason of the affairs urowing out of 
the Dreyfus case, with which Foch 
was connected iu no manneiv It 
was almost six years later lliat he 
stained his ranch deserved rank of 
brigadiei general. After a brief 
time in command of the artillery of 
Iho Fifth French Army Corps at 
Orleans, he returned to the war 
school as commandant. 

Foch, as a teacher and theorist, 
fornuiiated his own theory of war. 
AeoordiiiH to students who knew 
him as a teacher, Foch would first 
maintain that lo estimate only ma 
terial factors in war was a mistake. 
He held that war was not an exact 
science, but a terrifying and pas 
sionalo drama. H« hold that be 
tween knowing and going there was 
a fjreat abyss, which could only be 
traversed if tho start was made 
from knowledge and not from Igor- 
a nee. 

At the outbreak of the war Foch 
was in command at Nancy. Locat 
ed with his forces at that strategic 
avenue of entrances between the 
Vosyes Mountains and I.iuxemberg, 
he reiiresented Ihe best soldierly 
matetial that General Juffre could 
station at that vital point. 

The French oommandei's depen 
dence on Foch was justified in the 
flrst battle of tiie Marne, when 
Foch with his famous belief in the 
liiiectness and decisiveness of an 
attack, repotted to his commander 
that, with his left being attacked 
and his right suffering severe 
assault from the enemy, he was 
attacking with all he had in Ihe 
centei. That stroke won the flisl 
battle of the Maine. 

It was the fourth year of the war, 
on March '-iSllh, that Foch was 
placed in command of the armies of 
the Allies. This creation of unified 
t'ommiind came eight days after 
the I lunching of the terrific Ger 
man ofTeiisive in Picardy, where Ihe 
(<nemy had .succeeded in putting 
one entire British army to rout. 
Foch was the answer. That Match 
'-ilst offensive of the enemy was a 
.'■ucccss in view of territory gained 
and prLsonerBaiul material captured, 
but for the Allies it resulted in the 
greater victory. It bi ought the 
unified control. From that lime on 
all Allied effort received direction 
fiom one iiead. 

On May '^7th the Germans struck 
a^ftin, this time on Ihe Chemin des 
Diinii'S, and with a frightful ex- 
penditure of their leserves succeed- 
td iu advancing their line thirty 
miles from the Valley of the Aisne 
to the valley of the Marne. Foch 
threw in (he A met icans and stopped 
the enemy advances on Ihe north 
bank of the river iu the tlrst days 
of .Inne 

On .Tuly 18th Foch was ready to 
strike with the long delayed Allied 
counter ofTenslve. Ilistory will uu- 
doubteilly date Ihe turn in the tide 
of the entire war from that minute 
of 4:35 on Ihe morning of July 18ih, 
when those two American divisions 
and that one French division went 
over the top in the Villers-Colteret 
forest to execute the masterly plan 
of the Allied Commauder-in Chief. 
History will lelale how the German 
withdrawal staited immediately and 
history will not overlook the weeks 
that followed in August and Sep- 
tember wlien Foch boKan to tske 
advantaiie of his successes, striking 
blow after blow all along the tiattlo 
line from Flanders to the A'P^i 
until at one liiwe Ihi.s ma.«ter of 
Iliiidenburg and Ludendorff was 
dirrcling simultaneously seven bat- 
tles on as many different fronts. 

This was the type of a man, small, 
wiry, ueivons, pious, who on No 
veiuber 10th, sealed in the small 
compartment of a railroad tiain in 
Ihe lear of the French front, re- 
ceived, under a flan of truce, the 
emissaries of the foe. — Selected.

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Even a cemetery sometimes has 
its odd sights. Though so much in 
it reminds one of otheis' losses and 
sorrows, one finds occasional humor 
in the tombstone iucriptions, and it 
may be, in the stones them.selves. 
In some cities a slroll through 
"God's Acre" is an experience not 
(o be missed, and visitors to old 
churchyards have often lieen amus- 
ed, as well as saddeued, by what they 
have seen. But the sdangest ceme- 
teries iu all Canada, with tlie oddest 
of monuments aud memorials, are 
those of the British Columbia In- 
dians. 

There are places along the Skeena 
River and iu other pat is of (ho coast 
province where the Indians have fill- 
ed (heir burying-grounds with rows 
of dimiiintive structures like en- 
huged dolls' houses. One iniKht al- 
most think, if he did not know 
differently, that he was travelling 
throuG;h villages peopled by a tribe 
of dwarfs. Some of these curious 
monuments are open at the sides, 
with a railing around the grave and 
a roof over all, but others are com- 
pletely enclosed, with doors and 
windows and all Ihe exterior fittings 
of a <lwelling-liou8e. Still others 
look like churches, carrying little 
spires aud ornamented doorways. 
A snipiising variety of arehiteo(ure 
is shown in these graveyard villages, 
and in some cases the tiny houses 
are really elaborate. 

It will frequently be found thai 
inside the houses or roofed enclo- 
sures, suspended from lines or sticks 
direcdy across the graves, are coa(s 
and other garments, and sometimes 
old guns and axes will he seen lying 
on the ground. These grim relics 
were once worn or u.sed by the men 
iMiried below, and they have l)een 
placed on the graves to be ready 
for them when their spirits waken. 
Such, at least, is (he theory of 
Indian burial cu8(oins. 

Now that the white man's ways 
of doing things are getting hold 
upon the Indians of (he West, the 
use of marble and granite head- 
8(one8 on their graves is becoming 
more general, and sometimes one 
finds snob monuments close l)eside 
or in front of the curious little 
grave-bouses. But In many of the 
northern Biitish Columbia ceme- 
teries the houses and roofed on 
cloMires are s(ill being kept up. 
even though the stoues are being 
erected more frequendy also. 

The s(ranges( of all mouuraents, 
however, are (he carve<l figures that 
have been raised over many of the 
Indian graves. What looKs very 
much like a soarecrow often proves 
(o be a memorial to some depai ted 
great man, aud for that reason com- 
mands more respect than might 
otherwise be given it. If the varied 
architect ure of the graveyard vil- 
lages does cvedit (o the geuius of 
Indian artisans, the designs and 
workmanship of Iheae memorial 
figures do even more. 'I'hey are in 
wood, usually on cedar posts or 
(runksof tieos, aud are carved with 
axes and knives aooordlng to pat- 
lerus such as may be fouud now- 
here else. The figures may be 



human or animal, but in eidier case 
are taken to stand for the person of 
the dead man. One monument re- 
presents a departed chief and his 
wife, the former holding a money 
chest to indicate that he was a man 
of wealth. Ovor the grave of Chief 
Kqudimkt is placed a wooden simi- 
litude of a bear, which, according to 
Indian ideas, is paying the dead 
ohief a great honor. 

Grave posts of this latter sort 
come within (he totem-pole class, 
which compri.se the mo.st remarkable 
forms of art and handicraft evei 
known in Canada. The making of 
totem poles proper has practically 
ceased, but along the Northern 
Pacific coast and in the Indian vil- 
lages of Skeena and other northern 
livers, many of these strange erec- 
tions, mementoes of the days when 
Indians wore heroes, are sdll (o be 
seen Most of them were intended 
as recoids of family heraldry, dis- 
playing their owners' tribal crests 
and per.soual rank. Others, how- 
ever, recorded even(s of local hlstoiy 
in a peculiar sign code that is now 
a dead language, and still others 
«ere memorial columns, correspond- 
ing in the main to the tombstones of 
today. 

The social standing of the Pacific 
Coast Indians was cuiionsly based 
upon the symbolism of beasts, birds, 
or fishes, aud sometimes (he planets. 
There was supposed to be a mystic- 
al reladonship t)e(weeu the mem- 
bers of each animal group, such as 
the bears, the ravens, the frogs, and 
(ho whales, and correspondingly all 
members of the tribes that took 
(hese for (heir emblems were regard 
ed as closely akin. The tribesmen 
were proud to display their heraldic 
crests on totem poles in front of 
(heir houses along the waterfront, 
and their meiuorial grave-posts wete 
of precisely the same order. 

Now that the rearing of totem- 
poles has l)een discoiKinnted, large- 
ly because of the disapproval by 
the government and the mission- 
aries of (he potlatch festivals which 
nearly alw.iys accompanied (hem, 
such (otem carving as is still done 
is chiefly confined to small tomb- 
stone pieces aud still smaller sou- 
venirs for saleto tonrists. Scores 
of Indian graves in northern British 
Columbia and Alaska are marked, 
however, with weather-worn sticks 
and poles cut many years ago int9 
remarkable animal and human de 
signs, with wings and faces, hands 
aud feet, eyes and noses, weiidly 
and wonderfnily combined. Some 
times a modernized grani(« stone 
stands nearby, and the contrast 
speaks loudly of the changing order 
even among the people of the wil- 
derness. 

But Indian graveyard art and 
burial customs are of interest not 
only because of (heir oddity; they 
have a religious significance as 
well. The placing of a dead man's 
clothes and weapons on his grave, 
theoretically for him to use again 
when he wakens from his long 
sleep, indicates a certain faith in 
immortality, (hough of a crude 
and imperfeci kind. 

The wonder is that away back 
in history, when they were still in 
pagan darkness and ignorance, (he 
red men of Canada should have 
developed anything at all in the 
way of a religinus creed or doolriue, 
and especially a belief so advanced 
MS that of resurrection. But the 
Indians, it must be lemembereds 
lived very close to nature, and i(, 
marvelous experiences and influ- 
ences they leasoned to a God and a 
future life. Since (he ligh( of (he 
Christian Gospel has gone to them 
they have had a clearer undetstand- 
ingof life and death, and, as a rule, 
their Itutial customs now are much 
more like our own. — Omvard.

Aviators are born and not made, 
according to nielical corps ofBcers 
attached to (he research lalioratory 
at the Miueola flying field The 
conclusions reached by the air sur- 
geons were laid \>y them before (he 
Academy of Medical Science last 
Thursday at a meeting called (o 
consider medical problems in avia- 
tion. 

Mineola, as one of the moat im- 
portant flying fields in the country, 
is also, aldioujih this is known to 
few, the seat of a laboratory unique 
in the United States It is in this 
laboratory that all conditions of fly- 
ing have been reproduced so faith- 
fully that it is possible, in fact it is 
usual, for the medical men there to 
tell posidvely whether or not a man 
is an aviator before he has even 
i^een an airplane. 

As an illustration of the valuable 
work performed by the aero-medi 
cal service in preventing acciden(s 
by keeping men unfit to enter the 
aviation corps on the ground, Lieut 
Col Enegene R. Lewis cited the 
stalisdcs of the fkidsh Air Service. 

" In the first year of (he war it 
was found that of (he total casual- 
(ies in the air service, 65 per cen( 
were due to physical defoc(s of the 
pilots," he said. " This caused the 
British (o institute a special medical 
.service for the flyiuK corps. In the 
second year only 30 pet cent of 
nasuaKies were due to defects of 
pilots and in the (bird year only 12 
per cent." 

Three problems confront the medi- 
cal men attached to the air sfrvice, 
siccoiding to Col. Lewis. Theie are 
the selection of personnel, (heclassi- 
flcalion of (his personnel accord- 
ing to flying ability and the main- 
(enauce of the eflBcipiii-v of ilu' 
fliers. 

"The only crilici.sm »i,uii im.s 
been direcled agtfinst us has been 
Ihe fact that we put (he bars up too 
tar in physical standards," Col. 
Lewis said. " The answer to (his is 
that we had always a suffieieni 
iHimber of men who came up to the 
high standaids. Otherwise we 
would have let down (hehii;hes( bar 
so as (0 have euough men." 

The classificadon of the men se- 
lected as fit for duty in (he air was 
accomplished by laboratory tesis to 
di.>*cover how they were affected by 
<tondi(ions at various altitudes. 
Two complicated pieces of appara- 
tu.s, the vacuum chamber and the 
iebrea(hinj< appara(us, were nsed to 
ascertain (he endurance of the men 
at various heii>hts. 

"The vacuum chamber and the 
less complicated rebreathing ap- 
paratus were lioth based on a system 
of gradnal rart faction of oxygen 
precisely as occurs as one asceiuls 
in an airplane," Dr. Lewis said in 
.outlining the tests nsed. "By re- 
gulation of the .tmount of oxygen in 
the vacuum chaml>er, for instance, 
it was possible to see just how ra- 
pidly any man's efficiency decreased 
as his oxygen supply wms cut off. 
Various tests to determine his alert- 
ness and rapidity of action were 
given. It was (bus possible (o classi 
fy the men as suitable high aldtnde, 
middle altitude and low altitude 
fliers." 

Moviug pictures of aviators un- 
dergoing the (est were shown. As 
they brea(hed less and less oxygen 
as the air was exhaus(ed (he oandi- 
da(os action grew less and le.sscer- 
(ain and slower. A peculiar fact in 
conuectiou with (he vacuum chamber 
(ests is (hat Ihe sunject never knows 
his actions are becoming more ami 
more uncertain. The surgeons 
conducting (he (est are oblig'>d to 
work with oxygen tubes in (heir 
mou(hs so (hat (hey may not snc- 
cnmt> to the same uncertainty in 
recording the resuhs. At the same 
(ime the tests are being made, the 
blood pressure ot (he man at " alti 
tudes" up to 25,000 feet are recorded. 
An expert also listens (hiough a 
stethoscope to heart and lungs. 

A new addition to the medical 
profession is (he " flight surgeon." 
This specialist, (he highest type of 
medical man connected with the air 
seiviee, is charged with (he main- 
(enanoe of the physical efficiency of 
the aviators. It is hla duty to ob- 
serve constantly aud under all con- 
ditions the aviators in his section, 
not only on the field but iu barracks, 
at mess and during roereation. 
"The flight stirgeou must delect 



the beginning of physical defceriora- 
(ion of (he aviaior," Lient.-Col. 
Lewis said. " Deierioratiou among 
high altitude pilots is particularly 
rapid and mu8( be wa(ched for with 
the greatest care. As soon as any 
sign is noted, it is the duty of the 
surgeou to take the man out of 
flying for a day or a week and put 
him through a course of training 
which will restore his efficiency and 
prevent that danveroua fatigue 
known as staleness. The flight 
surgeon has as his assistants men 
skilled in physical training, and 
nutrition officers who look after the 
nourishmeut of the fliers." 

Major Lewis Fisher, also attached 
to the Mineola research laboratory, 
described to the physicians the mys- 
(erious "eighth sense," a sense 
so subtle that i(s existence was not 
suspected by the medical profession 
until man took to the air. 

" The ear is an organ of two dis- 
dnot senses," he said. "Hearing 
and equilbrium are l)otu controlled 
in the internal ear. The latter sense 
is extremely important iu flying, for 
without i( the aviator would not 
know (hat his machine was dppiog 
or dropping in time to correct it." 

A shining white chair, ranch 
resembling (he revolving ohair of a 
barber, bu( ac(ually part of the 
equipment of the air laboratory at 
Mineola, was used by the surgeon 
to demonsirate this eighth sense. 
A volunteer seated iu the chair 
with eyes close<I was whirled 
violently around to the right and 
then suddenly .stopped. 

" Now, which way are yoa 
moving?" asked the Major. 

"To the left," lesponded the 
man promptly, lie continued to 
assert his movement for three or 
four seconds after the chair had 
ceased to move. 

Major Fisher explained that when 
the motion to (he right was star(ed 
liquid in the labyrinth of the ear did 
not partake of the motion, lagging 
behind as a petal afloat on a bowl of 
water will remain almost stationary 
while the bowl itself is revolved. 
As the whirling continued, however, 
the liquid finally flowed at (he same 
ta(e of speed as the body. Then 
when (he body was stopped sudden- 
ly the liquid continued its circular 
movement, and the brain foi two or 
(hree seconds was given Che impres- 
sion of leftward movement. 

Vertigo is caused by the derange- 
ment of the fluid or by something 
going wroug in the nerve passage 
between the ear and ihe brain. 

As a result of the destruction of 
the labyrinth of the ear in deaf- 
mutes they would be as helpless as 
blind men in opera! ing airplanes, 
according to Oapt. H. W. Lyman, 
who also spoke on the subject. 
Motion pictures of deaf-mutes iq 
wl om both (he auditory and equi- 
librium apparatus was abi^ent were 
shown. Those so afflicted could 
stand on one foot only so long as 
they kept their eyes open. Deaf- 
mutes taken up in airplanes could 
not when blindfolded describe the 
evolndons through which the pilot 
put the machine. 

Capt. Lymau also exhibited 
motion pictures taken at Mineola 
of the orientator, a chair fitted with 
(he usual airplane controls, which 
could be rotated in any plane of 
motion, reproducing an evolutiou 
of the airplane from a whirling nose 
spin to a loop. This chair is used 
to (rain students instead of permit- 
ting them (o tnake dangerous and 
oiwdy trial fligh(s-— iV. Y. Sun.

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Just after the Journal of last 
week bad been " run off," came the 
anoottncement that Rev. Brewster 
Randall Allabongh had died sud- 
denly— "dropped dead" — in Cleve- 
land, Ohio. As minister in charge 
of the mission work among the deaf 
of the Episcopal denomination ex- 
tending over a large field in the 
mid-western States, he had the 
night before his death conducted a 
religious service at Middletown, 
Ohio, and so far as we have learned 
he was in his ustial good, health. 
By a strange coincidence, the 
manner of his death was similar to 
that of his predecesaor, Rev. Austin 
W. Mann. 

Brewster R. Allabough was bom 
in Norristown, Pa., on the i8th of 
March, 1861. His father was a 
lawyer, whose fond hopes that little 
Brewster, who was a bright and 
active child, was destined to a great 
career, were shattered when scarlet 
fever robbed the boy of hearing 
when a little over two years of age. 
At the age of thirteen years he 
was entered as a pupil at the ('hila- 
delphia Institution, and five years 
later, in 1879, ^^ ^^^ him a student 
io the Preparatory Class of Oallaudet 
College, from which he graduated in 
1884, with tbe degree of Bachelor of 
Arts. After a course in a business 
colleg^e in Philadelphia, he came to 
New York and for nearly two years 
was a clerk in the Ix>ndon, Liver- 
pool &. Globe Insurance Company. 
He resigned from this position in 1886 
to beoome a supervisor of boys at 
the Western Pennsylvania Institu- 
tion. For five years he performed 
the duties of supervisor with re- 
markable success, and in 189 1 was 
rewarded with and appointment as 
teacher at tbe same school. 

Twelve years ago he comincnced 
to study for'the ministry and in 1910 
be was ordained to the diaconate, 
later being admitted to the priesthood 
in December, 191 1 

Brewster R. AUabougn, in conjunc- 
tion with his life-long friend, Robert 
L. Ziegler of Philadelphia, was the 
real founder of the Pennsylvania As- 
sociation for the Advancement of the 
Deaf. He was a great worker and 
believer in organized effort, and be- 
sidea holding important offices in tbe 
Pennsylvania Association, be held 
various offices and served on com- 
mittees of tbe National Asaodation of 
the Deaf. 

Mr. Allabough was physically 
strong and robust. He was a great 
lover of otttdoor sports, and during 
his college days was at home with 
tlie tcnais racquet, a power on the 
foot ball team, and a star on tbe 
bttseball diamond. 

Mr. AUaboagb was a man of un- 
qtieatioacd integrity. Prom bis 
early boyhood he was conspicaotui 
for his ujM'igbt bearing, and he 
developed a character that was clean 
and noble. In disposition be was 
fOMiotu and oooaideratc, and could 
not h« swerved from the dictates of 1 



bis own conscientious judgment. He 
was all bis life a foe of subterfuge and 
trickery.

No particulars 
of the sudden call were given. 
Later, however, we learn that when 
the services in the church were con- 
cluded. Rev. Allabongh, with Mr. 
and Mrs. Roy Ritter, repaired to 
the latter's home to await a train 
that was to takw him out of the 
city to his next place. It was 
while going to the depot with Mr. 
and Mrs. Ritter and Mr. Connaroe 
that the final summons came. 
Heart failure was the cause. 

His Cleveland fiock much de- 
sired that the funeral service be 
held in Grace Church, and so the 
remains were sent there. 

Bishop Leonard conducted the 
rites, assisted by Rovs. C. W. 
Charles, of Columbus, and George 
F. Flick, of Chicago. Lay-readers 
Collins Sawhill, of Cleveland, and 
W. F. Dorian, of Alliance, were 
also present besides many of the 
deaf of Cleveland. 

After the services, all had an 
opportunity to take a last look at 
their friend and counsellor. The 
remains were then forwarded to 
Noriistown, Pennsylvania, where 
burial was made in the Allabnugh 
family lot, Mrs. Allabongh and her 
sister from Collinwood, Illinois, 
accompanying them 

Besides his wife, nee Pierce, Rov. 
Allabongh loaves to mourn his 
death a daughter, Helen, aged abont 
14, attending a school for girls at 
Gambier, a son, David, about Ojears 
of age — both children by his first 
wife — also two brothers, one living 
in Norristown, Pa., the other in 
Chicago. 

Rev. Allabongh succeeded the 
late Rev. A, W. Mann as General 
Missionary of the Mid-Western 
division. His territory took in 
Ohio, Indiana and Michigan. 
Before t.aking upon himself this 
work in 1911, he had been a teacher 
since his g»-aduation from Gallaudet 
College, in 1884 we believe. 

He was enthusiastic in his work 
and hoped to accomplish a great 
deal. Only last year he l>egan a 
campaign among tbe members of 
bis Cleveland Church, for the erec- 
tion of a church of their own 
to worship in, Alas! the great 
Father has called him to 
his own above, and it will 
devolve upon others to complete 
the task begun and unfinished, or 
allow it to lapse. There were some 
who thought tbe undertaking was 
not proper, as tbe expenses to 
meet it were beyond the means of 
his parishioners. 

It is rather a curious concidence 
that the late Rev. A. W. Mann and 
Rev. Allabongh both died suddenly 
away from home, engaged in the 
Master's work.

Allabongh was to have been here 
this evening for a business meeting, 
and preach to-morrow.
